MACON MAY QUARANTINE YET. 


Physicians and Citizens Are Appre- 
hensive of the Situation. 
Macon, Ga., September 16.—(Special.)— 
There is strong probabil:ty that Macon 
may quarantine at once against all of the 
fever infected cities and against Atlanta 
as well, notwithstanding the announcement 
made yesterday that the board of health 
will take no immediate action. A great 
many prominent citizens and physicians 
are bringing pressure to bear to this end. 
believing that there is great danger of 
Macon becoming infected. They are not 
willing to see the lives of citizens jeopar- 
dized for the sake of a few hundred dol- 


lars*expense. 

The statement has been published that 
Macon is quite as exempt from yellow fever 
as is Atlanta, but today a prominent physi- 
cian denies this. He bases his opin‘on on 
practical experience, and says Macon is 
much more Hable to yellow fever because 
of her lower altitude, Atlanta being about 
1000 feet higher than Macon. He 21so 
notes the close proximity of the Ocmulgee 
river and the miles of swamp below pire 
city, and says all the conditions are favor- 
able to an epidemic here shou!d one single 
case make its appearance. 

A number of others coincide with this 
view and there is now a strong sentiment 
‘n favor of quarantining at once against 
the infected cities and aga‘nst Atlanta. 

Old citizens cite the fact that Macon has 
already had her experience with yellow 
fever epidemics. Fifty or sixty deaths oc- ;

FLORIDA GUARDS ITS BORDERS. 


Persons and Baggage from Infected 
Sections Barred Out. 
Jacksonville, Fla., September 16.—By vir- 
tue of a proclamation issued by the state 
health officer todpy Florida is now guarded 
against any i al from the infected yel- 
low fever districts. The proclamation sets 
forth as follows: F 
‘‘Whereas, The state board of health con- 


siders it necessary for the preventing of 
infection entering the state from infected

and Mississippi, it is hereby ordered that 
no persons or baggage from infected por- 
tions of the above named states shall be 
permitted to enter the state of Fiorida.

Dr. McRae and the newspaper men who 
accompanied him stopped at East Point to 
‘await the first section of the train, while 
Dr. Monteith and Chief Veal went down to 
‘Newnan to meet the second section and 
“@nspect it. For one hour and a half Dr. 
McRae and those accompanying him sat 
at the depot in East Point waiting for the 
delayed train. 

At last the train came. It was in charge 
of Captain Howard, who gave Dr. McRae 
all the aid in his power. He explained the 
condition of those on the train and assured 
the secretary of the board of health that 
there was no one on the train suffering 
from sickness of any sort. 

Dr. McRae started at the end of the train 
mearest the engine and ‘walked slowly 
through each car. He carefully noted each 
passenger and those who had the appear- 
ance of feeling ill he spoke to and ques- 
tioned. Very few passengers on the train 
knew that they were undergoing an inspec- 
tion, so quietly was it done. 

After making two trips through the cars 
he announced that there was not ‘a sick 
person on it and that the passengers were 
the healthiest looking lot of people he had 
Seen in sometime. 

Dr. McRae did not interfere with the 
schedule of the train and inspected the 
passengers while it was in motion between 
East Point and West End. Had he found 
any suspicious cases they would have been 
taken off at, West-ttnd and sent back to 
the camp which has been prepared in an 
isolated location some distance from that 
surburb. 

Second Section Inspected. 

While Dr. McRae was inspecting the first 
section of the New Orleans train, Dr. Mon- 
teith and Chief Veal had boarded the sec- 
ond section and were at work on it. They 
boarded this train at Newnan and began 
their inspection at once. 

On this train trere was a corpse which 
caused much uneasiness in Atlanta on ac- 
count of the fact that it was rumored that 
it came from the yellow fever district. In- 
vestigation, however, proved that the body 
came from California and was going to 
some place in North Carolina. Instead of 
having been a yellow fever patient, the 
dead person had been stricken with con- 
sumption 

The train inspected by Chief Veal and Dr. 
Monteith consisted of day coaches and the 
passengers were both hot and hungry. They 
had undergone strict quarantine inspection 
in Montgomery and were in no humor to 
be further troubled on that account. 

The ‘inspectors, however, allayed the fear 
of quarantine by assuring the passengers 
that those who were well would be allowed 
to enter Atlanta. They then proceeded to 
down the names and 
each person on the train. This was done 
in order that they might be registered and 
identified if they desired to obtain health 
certificates on leaving. 

On this train were about 150 persons and 
it required hard work on the part of the 
inspectors to obtain the names and ad- 
dresses of them hefore the train arrived 
in Atlanta. Many people on this train were 
not of the best class and many were fer- 
eigners. This made the work ef the 
Spectors even more disagreeable. 

Why Precaution Is Taken. 

While it is not believed that there tg any 
danger of yellow fever breaking out here 
and while it appears that it is almost a 
matter of impossibility for the disense to 
live here, it has been thougbt advisable to 
prevent anyone who is already afflicted 
from entering the city. 

On account of this every train from the 
infected district will be inspected and the 
first work of this kind was done yesterday. 
Today the inspection will be done with 
more ease, since it will be so arranged that 
inspectors will be placed at outs‘de points 
and will come in with each train.

Besides protecting herself from the dis- 
ease Atlanta has taken steps to protect the 
cities which have quarantined against her. 
This is done by allowing no one to leave 
without first obtaining a certificate show- 
ing that he has not been in tha\infected 
district for a certain number of dayhk. 

Persons, therefore, coming to Atlanta 
from New Orleans, Biloxi, Montgomery or 
Mobile will be required to register at one 
of the certificate offices.,They are asked to 
register in order that the health officers 
will be able to identify them when they ap- 
ply for health certificates and the records 
will show just how many days trey have 
been in Atlanta. Dr. McRae, secretary of 
the board of health, who is giving his per- 
sonal attention to this matter, requests 
that all persons coming into At:anta who 
expect to leave register and thus aid the 
health department in its work. He states 
that positively no certificates will be issued 
te persons who. are not entitled to them. 

All day yesterday the office of Dr. Ken- 
nedy, who is in charge of the matter of 
issuing certificates, was crowded with ap- 
plicants. Many of these were railroad men 
who are experiencing great trouble in the 
towns that have quarantined against At- 
lanta. The office opposite the depot will 
probably be opened this morning and the 
work will in this way be made lighter. 

The sanitary department is getting its 
share of the work and the men have very 
little rest. Besides having to give its at- 
tention to trains entering the city, the de- 
partment is spending more time than usual 
in flushing the sewers, and this requires 
more men. 

Yesterday the sewers were given close at- 
tention and they were well flushed. Many 
of them where the smell was very obnox- 
ious were disinfected and in this way the 
trouble remedied. 

Montgomery Badly Scared. 

It seems that of all the places through 
which trains to Atlanta pass the pas- 
sengers from New Orleans and Bolixi are 
treated worse at Montgomery. Here the 
quarantine officers pass up and down the 
side of the cars and see that ail windows 
and doors are closed. 

When Dr. McRae boarded the train yes- 
terday a passenger who knew he was a 
health officer smiled and said: “It’s no use 
for you to look at us; we've been through 
Montgomery, and when a person g0es 
through there and is net detained it is 
safe for him to go anywhere in the coun- 
try."’ This illustrates the strictness of the 
Montgomery quarantine. 

It matters not, however, how strict has

IT IS SOON TO BE ANNOUNCED 


President Decided He Could Not Give 
Treasury Registership to Georgia. 


HE IS NOT AFRAID OF BEING SHOT 


Lyons Talks of the Hogansville Inci- 
dent and Says He Has No Fear.

W:shington, September 16.—(Special.)— 
Judsen Lyons is to be appointed postmas- 
ter at Augusta. The president has decided 
that he cannot give the registership of the 
treasury to Georgia. 

This conclusion was said to have been 
reached at the white house this afternoon 
during a conference between the president 
and Walter Johnson. After waiting two 
days, Mr. Johnson called at the executive 
mansion this afternoon, by special appoint- 
ment, to discuss the Augusta case and 
other Georgia matt2rs with the president. 
It was during the consideration of the 
Augusta case that the president said he 
would have to provide for Lyons at Au- 
gusta. He intimated that the name of 
Lyons had been considered in connection 
with the registership of the treasury, but 
efter due deliberation he felt that Georgia 
had received sufficient recognition in the 
way of national appointments, and there- 
fore Lyons would be provided with a local 
Office. 

Of course the decision of the president 
was highly gratifying to Mr. Johnson and 
the rest of the Georgia republicans, who 
run with the machine. The news was prop- 
erly conveyed to Lyons, who expressed no 
surprise, but remarked that he was satis- 
fied two months ago that the president 
would reach that conclusion. Just when the 
appointment will be announced Mr. John- 
son is not prepared to state. He endeavored 
to impress the president with the fact that 
the term of the incumbent expired a long 
time ago and an early disposition of the 
case would be highly gratifying to Lyons 
and his friends. 

Thought It Was a Fake. ~ 

Some of the members of the Georgia re- 
publican colony are disposed to regard the 
reported shooting of the colored postmaster 
at Hogansville as either a fake or an at- 
tempt to influence the president against 
Lyons's appointment at Augusta. The re- 
port of the shooting was telegraphed to the 
president early in the day. Lyons was 
much elated tonight after his talk with 
Walter Johnsom and he hurried to the 
telegraph office to notify friends at home of 
the president's determination. 

In conversation with your correspondent 
Lyons said all reports to the effect that 
he was offered a position in the postoffice

slightest foundation. 
tendered any position, nor has he stated 
that he would accept any office unless it 
was tendered him by the pi esident. 

Lyons says he has felt all along that the 
president would eventually give him the 
Augusta postmastership and he has not 
distressed himself on the subject, although 
much has been printed about it in the news- 
papers. Continuing, Lyons says he will be 
gratified when the appo:ntment comes to 
him, but if it does not he will still be a 
republican just the same. 

Talke About the Shooting. 

In reference to the Hogansville incident, 
Lyons says he has no fear of being shot in 
Augusta if the president gives him the 
appointment. He says the people of Augus- 
ta are law-abiding citizens and he has 
no fear of violence at their hands. 

J. J. Hamilton is here seeking appoint- 
ment to the Rome postoffice. W. H. Eb- 
ling is also a candidate, the latter claiming 
to have the support of Walter Johnson and 
the machine.

Loftin started to run, but he succeeded 
in getting but a few yards before a bullet 
from a winchester stopped him. He fell 
to the ground with a groan and lay as if 
dead. The men crowded around him, and 
satisfied that their victim was dead, they 
left him lying alone in the darkness. 

When a crowd coliected at the sound of 
the shooting not a soul was in sight. 
Loftin was still lying on the ground with 
a pool of blood oozing into the ground 
under his body. He was taken to his home 
by some friends who arrived shortly after 
the shooting. Physicians who dressed the 
negro’s wounds say he is not dangerously 
injured. The ball took effect in the arm 
and passed through into the shoulder. 

Hogansville Is Quiet. 

White people in Hogansville are very 
quiet and undisturbed by the shooting. 
They seem to regard it as just, and are 
not making any efforts to find who fired 
on the postmaster.

propriate conditions for yellow fever to 
gain foothold in Atlanta.

“We think it quite possible under certain 
atmospheric conditions as to temperature 
and moisture, together with such unsani- 
tary conditions ,as frequently prevail in 
certain parts of'all cities, that the poison 
of yellow fever might readily find a suitable 
s0il in- which to grow and flourish. We 
deprecate as reckless and imprudent the 
wholesale invitation which has been extend- 
ed to all stricken cities to come and ubide 
with us. While we consider the develop- 
ment of the disease exceedingly improbable 


here, we do not believe that it is right to 
jeopardize the health and commercial re-- 
lations of this city on the unproven as- 
eumption that it is impossible for vellow 


fever to develop here. We believe it neces- 
Sary to take every precaution against nad- 
mitting into this city any person sick with 
this disease, and for that purnose we have 


established a rigid inspection on trains 
coming from Alabama and points beyond. 
If any should be found among the refugees 
either on the train or after reaching At- 
lanta, it would be promptly removed out- 
Side the city limits.

Dr. James B. Baird, for 
years was secretary of the board of health, 
said that during his term of service the 
board was called upon to face several epi- 
demics of yellow fever in the coast cities 
of this and other states. 

“The policy of the board,’ says he, “‘has 
been definite and uniform in the treatment 
of this question. Careful inspection was 
always practiced; well persons, above sus- 
picion, were allowed free ingress, but all 
suspicious cases of sickness were watched, 
and would have been isolated if yellow fe- 
ver had developed. Cases of yellow fever 
have passed through the city upon railway 
trains during some of these epidemics, but 
no person suffering from the disease has 
been permitted to stop here. 

“T do not consider the climate of Atlanta 
favorable to the development or spread 
of yellow fever, but think the ungualified 
claim of absolute proof against the dis- 
ease on account of climatic advantages ‘is 
going too far. Even persons who think 
they Know all about the treacherous dis-

the people, they say, can rest assured that 
no one who is suspected of being sick with 
the disease will be allowed to enter At- 
lanta. 

Dr. John C. Olmstead, who went through 
the epidemic of 1878 and was himself 
stricken with the fever, was seen yesterday 
and asked about the danger of an epidemic 
here. He said that in his opinion there 
was not the slightest danger of the disease 
spreading in Atlanta. 

Facts, he said, show that 
has been here and not a single case has 
developed from it. Every case that has 
ever been in Atlanta, he said, was brought 
here and no one else took it. 

“Of course the city has grown,” he said, 
“since that time, but the sanitary condi- 
tion has improved and I do not think that 
the disease could live hére any more now 
than it could in ’78.’’ 

Dr. Olmstead was in Chattanooga at the 
time the disease was prevalent there and 
was one of the three Atlanta physicians 
who stayed in the hospital that was known 
as the “‘Atlanta hospital’? and was sup- 
ported by the relief committee of this city, 
of which Dr. Amos Fox was chairman. 

He remembers the case which was Kept 
by Dr. Westmoreland in his office. He 
also knows of other patients who were 
brought here, and though persons were ex- 
posed, no one was ever attacked by the 
fever. He thinks that the precautions 
which the sanitary department are now 
taking are the proper thing and believes 
that it is best for the welfare of the city 
that no one sick with the fever be allowed 
to enter. He thinks it is perfectly safe to 
let people come. here from the infected 
districts. 

Other physicians agree on this point and 
it seems to be the unanimous opinion 
among them that there no danger in 
opening wide the gates of Atlania to the 
refugees.

The yellow fever scare has badly im- 
paired the railway mail service in the 
fourth division, which is umder the charge 
of Superintendent Terrell.

The trains are not allowed to mae any 
attempt to leave the mails in Montygo-nery 
and the people there wouid rather do with- 
out it than run the risk of introducing jel- 
low fever. 
Many Certificates Issued. 
Nearly 1,000 health certificates were is- 
sued by the board of health yesterday. Dr. 
McRae’s office, at the corner of Hunter and 
Whitehall streets. was crowded almost the 
entire day, and it took three men to wait 
on the applicants. 
The opening of the railroad office was de- 
layed until this morning. No. 1 Markham 
house biock, opposite the east end of the 
union depot, has, been selected. Dr. G. M. 
Corput has been appointed by the board 
to take charge of the office, and the doors 
will be thrown open at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 
Certificates will be issued here until late 
at night. The applicants must be posi- 
tively identified and must present clear evi- 
dence that they have not been in infected 
districts for twelve days. These certifi- 
cates are ironclad, and are not issued in- 
discriminately. In order to save time and 
trouble passengers should arrange to be 
properly identified before entering the 
health offices. 
A good many applications were turned 
down by the health officials yesterday on 
account of the failure of identification. All 
applicants not able to establish their iden- 
tity will be given certificates that they have 
been in Atlanta one day, but this would 
hardly admit them to quarantine towns 
where regulations are very strict. 
Passengers should not wait until train 
time to secure certificates. There is always 
a rush at these hours and applicants run 
great risk of getting left. Through passen- 
gers with certificates from other points 
should have same stamped here before pro- 
ceeding. Certificates from resident physi- 
cians will not be recognized elsewhere.

WOMEN DRIVE MEN

Hungarians Return to Work and Are 
Roughly Handled. 


THE TROOPS ARE ORDERED OUT 


American Federation of Labor at Work 
for the Miners. 


FEMALES ARMED WITH BIG CLUBS 


Water Tanks Are Being Carefully 
Guarded by Large Bodies of 
Soldiers.

Hazelton, Pa., September 16.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, with a member- 
ship of half a million, has taken up the 
cause of the mine workers in this region. 
Their organizers are already at work here 
and when their werk has been completed 
a uniform scale will be formulated and 
presented to the operators. There will be 
no marching nor anything in the way ofa 


demonstration and no attempt wiil be 
made to. bring about sympathetic strike 
movements. 


At the mass meeting next Saturday night 
at Old Park, addresses will te made by 
Peter J. Magutre, president of the 
federation, and secretary general of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners, of Philadelphia; George Chance, 
of Philade!phia, United Labor Leagues? 
Samuel Gompers, president of the federa- ; 
tion, and Frank Morrison, secretary, may 
also speak. 

The work of organization is being done 
by the sending of emissaries by twos and 
threes from mine to mine and every effort 
is being made to avoid the appearance of 
@ demonstration. 

Conflict Between Miners. 

The peace prevailing during the past few 
days was broken today by a conflict be- 
tween striking and working miners, which 
for a time threatened to be serious. A 
body of about 150 men and boys, led by a 
score or more of women, made a raid on 
the Carson, Star and Monarch collieries at 
Honeybrook, near Audenried. The women, 
as well as their followers, were armed 
with clubs and stones and before the 300 
workers could be induced to come out the 
missiles were used. Some of the women 
Stationed themselves on the top of a 
culm bank and pelted the working men 
with stones. One Hungarian was clubbed 
Over the head and badly injured, but no 
further harm was inflicted. 

The encounter was the result of an at- 
tempt to start up the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre collieries. Despite the determination 
to remain out until Superintendent Lawall 
was heard from regarding the 10 per cent 
advance demanded, a number of Hunga- 
rians and Italians reported for work this 
morning. As soon as this news reached 
Bunker Hill and Honeybrook, the attack 
was made, each colliery being visited in 
turn. 

The superintendent called for the assist- 
ance of Sheriff Scott, of Schuylkill county, 
the county Honeybrook lies in, and the 
officials made a demand on General Gobin

for a body of soldiers. A batallion of the 
Eighth regiment, under Colone! Magee, 
hurriedly marched from their Audenried 


camp to the scene of the trouble, but as us- 
ual it Was over and the men scattered when 
the soldiers reached there. 
received a report of the occurrence and 
made a demonstration with the idea of 
subduing the turbulent inclination of the 
foreigners. The soldiers had not been. out 
of sight ten minutes before a crowd of 
strikers pounced upon a squad of Hunga- 
rians who were screening coal near the 
Star washery, and forced them to quit 
work. This second movement resulted in 
the sending of a squadron of the governor's 
troops to the disturbed district this af- 
ternoon. They returned at 6 o'clock with 
the report that all was quiet.

CONVICT LAW 
MUST BE OBEYED 


Present Lessees Cannot Be Appointed As 
County Guards. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINION 


Plan To Evade the Law Frustrated by 
the Governor. 


COUNTIES MUST ASSUME CONVICT CONTROL 


—_—-—— 


Guerds Cannot Share in the Profits 
Arising from Convict Labor and 
Must Be Actually Employed. 


—_— —— — 


The aetion of the county commissioners 
of Lowndes county in attempting to com- 
ply with the law governing the disposition 
and control of misdemeanor convicts by 
appointing _ the present lessees county 
guards, led Governor Atkinson yesterday 
to request an opinion from Attorney Gen- 
eral Terrell as to the legality of such a 
performance. Other counties were planning 
to do the same thing, and if the practice 
became universal the reform in convict af- 
fairs planned -by Governor Atkinson and! 
indorsed by nearly the entire state would 
have been killed in its inception. If the 
counties in which private misdemeanor 
camps are located could comply with the 
law by simply delegating their authority 
to lessees, there would not be the slightest 
change in the present system. 

The Lowndes county officials appointed 
George R. MoRee & Sons guards of their 
misdemeanor convicts, «acting under the 
opinion of Attorney General Terrell, which 
held that the convicts could be employed 
on private work so long &as they were 
guarded and controlled and maintained by 
the county. The McRee firm operates a 4 
saw mill, a turpentine distillery and a 
large plantation in Lowndes county, and 
employs more convicts than any other pri- 
vate Jessee in the state. The camp is ex- 
cellently managed: and in Wis official re- 
port Colon@ Byrd pays a high tribute to 
Colonel MeRee, his sons and his cverseers. 
So far as the records show there have never 
been any complaints of brutality in their 


camp. 
An Idle Pretext. 

When Governor Atkinson's letter notify- 
ine the county officials of the illegality of 
private misdemeanor convict camps reached 
Lowndes county these officials assumed 
that the county would technically be taking 
possession of the convicts by the simple act 
of clothing the members of the Me Ree 
firm with official authority. This would in 
no sense change the status of affairs, and 
if the same conditio1 prevailed in the oth- 
er camps throughout the state, in which 
the inhuman treatment of convicts is a 
matter of common notoriety, the entire 
work undertaken by Governor Atkinson 
would have resulted in nothing but expense 
and embarrassment to his administration. 

This {s why the governor called the at- 
torney general’s attention to the situatio+ 
as soon as he heard of it. He requested an 
immediate opinion, and Mr. Terrell prompt- 
ly supplied one. The opinion gives a hnock- 
out blow to the false impression that the 
law of the. state can be violated on any 
such - flimsy pretext. It asserts that no 
member of the McRee firm has any right 
to accept a position as convict guard, and 
that in no instance can guards share in 
the profits arising from the work of the 
convicts thus employed. It holds that 
guards emust be bona fide agents of the 
county, and that the county alone is to be 
held responsible for the care and treatment 
of the convicts. 

Mr. Terrell’s opinion in full is as follows: 

The Law Plainly Stated. 

“Attorney General's Office, Atlanta,,Ga., 
September 15, 1897. Governor W. Y. At- 
Kinson, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Replying 
to your request of this morning for an 
opinion as to the-authority of ordinaries,

‘In addition to employment upon the pub- 
lic works of counties, cities or towns (the 
chaingangs of misdemeanor convicts may 
be legally employed upon any works except 
mechanical pursuits wherein the products 
of their labor will come into competition 
with the products of free labor, that the 
coumty authorities may see fit to employ 
the chaingang, provided the control] of 
the convicts is not given to private per- 
sons. Such being the case, county author- 
ities may work the chaingang upon the 
farm of a private person or at cutting 
timber, grading railroads and similar 
work for private persons, but the ccunty 
authorities must retain control of the con- 
victs and not let any private person have 
Managememt or control of them. 

“The evident. purpose of the law is to 
make it illegal for any private person® 
upon whose works the chaingang is em- 
control of the convicts. 
Superintendents, overseers or guards neces- 
sarily have some comtrol of the convicts, 
and in the abserce of county authorities 
are called upon to determine many question 
affecting the rights of the convicts. These 
questions would frequently affect the rer- 


fired upon by the deputy sheriffs. It is 
the general opinion that they were fright- 
ened, ran away and are still in hiding. 

At the hospital today there was no change 
in the condition of the men who are stil] 
hovering neat death’s door. Governor 
Hastings tonight sent a message to Gen- 
eral Gobin, ordering him to Suppress ail 
meetings having a tendency to incite to 
riot. Tats will doubtless prevent the pro- 
posed labor meeting scheduled for next 
Saturday night. The streets of Hazelton 
were quiet today and interest is now direct- 
ed to the result of the coroner's inquest 
which willbe held Monday or Tuesday. 
A powder mill at Lofty, about ten miles 
from here, was struck by lightning and 
exploded tonight. The building was burn- 
ed to the ground, but no one was injured. 
The news of the explosion caused a Va- 
riety of alarming rumors to circulate. 

A meeting of the committee to arrange 
for the prosecution of Sheriff Martin and 
the deputies was held tonight, but little 
information was given out. Funds are 
coming in to them from various labor or- 
ganizations and it was stated that “tne 
best counsel in the country will be em- 
ployed.’’

When employed upon works 
of private persons, the county authorities 
must retain control of the convicts, and 
as a necessary element of this control 
the county~ authorities shogid appoint ard 
pay the superintendents, overseers and 
guards, who must be persoms not inter- 
ested in the products of the labor of the 
chaingang.

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WHY FLOWERS ARE FRAGRANT. 


A Problem Which Is Still Agitating 

Scientific Thinkers. 
leading object of 
providing and fragrance 
is still a subject of discussion in 
journals, says The New York Independent. 
That some flowers ure unable to fertilize 
themselves and must have the aid of in- 
sects is certain; amd it is also certain that 
Im many he fertilization accom- 
plished by the insetts while on foraging ex- 
peditions for the sweets which flowers fur- 
nish. But smai!l wel!-ascertained facts cov- 
er but a small portion of the ground. 

The fertilization |'s often accomplish- 
ed by insects in search of pollen in 
search of ;honey; but it is not contended 
that pollen is given flowers in order 
make them attractive to insects, as is said 
of the sweet secretions, It is bel'eved that 
nectur must be of some direct value to the 
plant, as well as the pollen; and the effort 
is to find out what the chief office of 
nectar in the life history of the flower.

Birmingham, Ala., September 16.—(Staff 
Correspondence. )—"‘More dogs at Waverly 
than: you can shake a stick at.” 

The speaker sat in a Georgia Pacific 
railroad coach as it pulled by Columbus, 
Miss. He had just assured the quarantine 
officer in emphatic terms that’ he was 
from Waverly, 300 miles from any known 
yellcw fever, and that his name was James 
C. Waddell. 

ahem, as if to emphasize his location, 
he made the quotation about the number 
of dogs at Waverly. 

The Great Dog Man. 

is a man with national reputa- 
tion and is known everywhere as “the 
dog man.”’ At eight years of age he was 
a hunter in western New York. of which 
his father was at ome time a millionaire 
citizen. The boy grew into a man with a 
strong love for dogs and guns. 

“The place to find out what a man is.” 
said he, ‘‘is on the hunt. If he is seliish, it 
will come out; if generous, that quality 
will have every opportunity to shine.”’ 

The war found Waddell in the ranks of 
the union army; its close left him in At- 
lanta, and the first inquiry he made about 
the city from which he had been away so 
long was about “‘the Calico house,” that 
monument built by the late Pyromus Lell)s 
which had so much fame jn its day. . 

But preceding all these events the love 
for dogs had made of Mr. Waddell a ca- 
mine expert. When the bulging vears of 
peace began to be heavy on his hands, 
Mr. Waddell urged the organization of 
dog fanciers for the purpose of breeding 
man’s best friend to the highest perfection. 
It was in Newton, N. J., in 1874 that he 
established the first kemnel known the 
United States, having borrowed ihe 
from England, where dog kennels 
long been a part of every big establish- 
ment.

1 see 
two horses exactly alike, for instance, one 
of which I pick out as the better. Why? 
I cannot tell you further than that there 
is something in his action which denotes 
quality, and quality is what tells. It is the 
same with dogs—some of which pursue 
beaten paths in flushing game, while some 
are so specially gifted that they go to it 
without circumlocution. Why, we cannot 
fact. 
There is in existence the National Field 
Trial Club of America, which is recognized 
as authority. Then there are local and 
state clubs, composed of the sportsmen of a 
certain area, who get together under cer- 
tain prescribed rules, each independently 
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meeting and communication, Under their 
patronage field trials have been organized 
and the points therein ascertained are ac- 
cepted as correct. These field trials have 
purses for derbies, or dogs under two years 
of age, and for all ages. Entries must be 
made six months preceding the trial, with 
details, as I have said before, similar to 
those which govern horse races. 
Where They Are Held. 

“These field trials begin in Manitoba, 
where prairie chickens are the game and 
where I start off my pups for what. you 
might call a three-months’ schooling, which 
gives them that much advantage 
those which have been kept at home. A 
second field trial comes off somewhere in 
Minnesota in- adjacent territory, at the 
close of which, the weather getting Cooler, 
the trial of Newton, N. C., begins, where 
the location is shifted first to New Albany, 
Miss., and then to Tupelo, the same state, 
though the last one was held near West 
Point. This winds up the circuit, and the 


judges are ready to make up the recerds of

How Kissing the Bible First Started 
in British Courts.

It is generally assumed that “kissing the 
book” is, or at any rate was unfil recently, 
a necessary part of the legal ceremony of 
cath taking. This assumption, however, 
picbably is not justified. {t would appear 
that the most ancient form of swearing in 
the Christian church was to lay the hand 


upon the gaspel and say, “So help me God | 


and these Loly gozpels.” This seems te 
have Deen the usual ceremony ac2 mmpany- 
ing a judi-ial oath, until at all events, the 
end of the sixteeith century, ‘or Lord 
Coke says: “It is called a coroor.l vath 
because (the witness) toucheth with his 
hand some part of the holy scriptures.”’ 
Coke says not one word about kissing the 
book. 

When the practice of kissing the book 
began is, says The Law Journal. undeter- 
mined. It has been stated that this ferm 
Was first prescribed as part of the cere- 
mony of taking the oaths of all2¢iance and 
supremacy. It is interesting and may be 
to mote that Skakesp2are cnily 
once alludes to the practice of kissing the 
book, and on that vceasion turas it into 
ridicule. Whatever the origin of the prace 
tice, there can be no doust that k'‘'ssing 
the book was the ceremony that ustuclly 
accompanied the taking of an oarh in an 
icnglish court of justice In the sevea‘centh 
century. 

But in 1657 there occurred a ease which is 
of some importance. Jt appears that on a 
jury trial Dr. Owen, vice chaneellor of Ox- 
ford university, being called as a witness, 
refused to be sworn in the usval way, by 
laying his right hand on the Look ord af- 
terwards kissing it, but he caused the 
book to be held open before Lim and he 
‘ight hand. The jury, doubting 
what credit they ought to give ‘o his oath, 
the matter was referred to ihe ehief ius- 
tice, who ruled that Dr. Owen “haé@ taken 
as good an oath as any other witness.” 
And then the chief justice. added an obser- 
vation which, in “Cowper's Reports” in 
‘“NMIacnally on Evidence” and elsewhere, 
is misquoted as follows: “If I ware 
sworn I would kiss the book.” Now. 
is mot all what the chief justice sa‘d. T!} 
words in Siderfin’s report are these: “Tl 
dit si fil fuit destre Jure il voilt ceponer 
si main dexter sur le liver mesme.* Thus 
the chief justice says not one word abcut 
kissing the book.

The action of the Atlanta board of 
health in adopting stringent measures 
for the prevention of yellow in 
Atlanta cannot be too warmly commenda- 
ed; for, while the immunity from epi- 
demics which this city has heretofore 
enjoyed warrants the utmost confidence 
in its security at this time; there is no 
reason why every prudent safeguard 
against the introduction of yellow fever 
into our midst should not be rigidly ob- 
served. 

Especially is this precaution enjoined 
upon us in view of the city’s hospitality 
in offering shelter to persons coming 
from those cities and towns now threat- 
ened by yellow fever. In justice to these 
refugees who have taken up their abode 
with us for the time being, as well as 
in-justice to our own people whose lives 
should not be jeopardized by unneces- 
gfary exposure to the plague, it behooves 
our city officials to not only see that 
every train entering the city limits is 
carefully inspected, but also that the city 
itself is put in perfect sanitary condi- 
tion. 

If our streets are cleanly swept and 
our sewerage system kept in proper re- 
pair there seems to be no reasen for 
anxiety. Even should some _ isolated 
ease of yellow\ fever, in spite of the 
vigilance of the officers, find its way into 
Atlanta, the disease could not spread. 

In order to insure protection to our 
people, therefore, and to the visitors 
who have come here, it is only necessary 
that our city officials see to it that ac- 
tual cases of yellow fever are not per- 
mitted to enter our gates, and the-city

north will go as far in an unlawful 
direction as any southern community. 

As the reader may surmise, these -re- 
marks are called out by the recent 
lynching of five burglars in an Indiana 
community. So far as we know, this 
special form of punishment for burglary 
is without precedent in the annals of 
civilized communities. The early set- 
tlers in the west would hang a man for 
horse stealing, but this punishment was 
inflicted in order to get rid of danger- 
ous Outlaws. There were no courts at 
hand, and so the court of Judge Lynch 
was instituted. 

A careful reader of the telegrams de- 
scribing and explaining this queer out- 
burst of Iawlessness in Indiana will dis- 
cover a curious tone of apology and jus- 


tification running through théem. And 
yet the direful affair was carefully 
planned and organized. There was no 


frenzy of passion, such as displays it- 
self in a mob engaged in avenging an 
outraged woman. Every movement was 
cool and deliberate. Rockets were sent 
up as signals, and then the march of 
the murderers began. 

It is due to the governor of the state 
to say th&t he was prompt in communi- 
eating with the sheriff, and earnest in 
his announcement that “such lawless- 
ness is intolerable,” and that every ef- 
fort will be made to punish the parties 
implicated. But this is no more than 
southern governors have done, though 
(we are thankful to say) not’as the re- 
sult of taking men from the custody of 
officials of the law and hanging them 
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some business calculated to add to the. 


wealth and prosperity of the country. 


It now seems certain that if the breth- | 
ren of the north will take the house and |

Now, all this may be highly interest- 
ing to Mr. Reed’s many friends in both 
parties, but his faith cure business can 
hardly be called statesmanship. As a 
matter of fact, something very import- 
ant has occurred, but the speaker is in- 
clined to ignore it altogether. “A state 
of mind” is certainly not responsibie for 
the short wheat crops in Europe. No 
faith cure could induce people to pay 
more for wheat and flour than they need 
to. The something that has happened 
is the rise in the price of wheat, and 
it has gtimulated hope everywhere, and 
given a new impulse to business. 

The good fortune of the farmers has 
been to some extent offset by the in- 
crease in the price of certain articles of 
necessity taxed by the tariff, but in the 
renewal of hope and confidence this {s a 
matter that may be left out of the dis- 
cussion. The sum of what has happened 
is that money has become cheaper as 
compared with a great many articles 
and commodities, enabling those who 
produce them to secure a profit where 
they have heretofore suffered a loss. It 
is this that has given such a sudden and 
wholesome stimulus to trade and busi- 
ness. 

It is true that Mr. Reed could not, 
with comfort to himself or his party, 
discuss this phase of the question; but 
the remarkable limitations displayed in 
his discussion of other matters give us 
good ground for doubting whether he 
really understands what has happened. 
Of course he has a vague idea that times 
are better, and that the whole country 
is now more cheerful than it has been 
for several long years; but the most he 
can say is to attribute this. wonderful 
result to a mental state—a psychological 
force, mesmerism, faith cure, Christian 
science, or what not.

A Unique Invention. 

What may eventually supersede to a 
large extent the present system of te- 
legraphy, or rather prove a most decid- 
ed improvement upon it, is the product

of this invention. Says The Tribune: 
In a nutshell, the invemtion consists of 
the introduction of a third rail or metal 


rod jla‘'d midway between the regular rails 
of a track and put in connection with the 
car by metal brushes that revolve over 
the third rail and accomplish a complete 
metallic circuit. There are two brushes, 
one at either end of the car, and thus if 
one end the car is jolted up and the 
brush taken from the rail, the one at 
the other end of the coach will still be 
in contact and the: ¢ircuit will continue 
to exist. These brushes are controlled by 
a chain amd sprocket: gear attached 
the axles of the car wheels, and their speed 
is regulated so that it will corr-spond 
with the shaft of the moving train. The 
advantage of such an invention this 
to the railroad world cannot be overesti- 
mated, as it is claimed it will make wrecks 
and collisions practically impossible. -’” 
operator on the train would get word 
the second train that might otherwise 
down, or perhaps strike his train 
head-end collision.

Is it true, as some one has observed, 
that most of the naval engagements of 
the future will be fought under water?

Without a single exception the 
great naval powers of Europe are de- 
voting large sums of 
building of submarine torpedo boats, 
and from the extent of this activity it 
is perfectly rational to conclude that 
submarine warfare is destined to figure 
extensively in the naval disputes of the 
future. 

Great Britain is now in possession of 
238 torpedo boats which aggregate a to- 
tal displacement of 28,651 tons. France 
comes next with 228 torpedo boats, ag- 
gregating a displacement of 16,583 tons; 
Russia next, with 204 boats, aggregating 
a displacement of 12,929 tons, and Italy 
next, with 168 boats, aggregating 11,246 
tons. The strength of the various other |

lows: Germany, 124 boats, 14,550 tons 
displacement; Japan, 48 boats, 3,051 tons 
displacement; Spain, 27 boats, 3,739 tons 
displacement, and the United States, 
22 boats, 3,075 tons displacement. This 
is not a good showing for the United 
States, but this relative weakness 1n 
the strength of our torpedo boat ser- 
vice does not apply to the rest of the 
American navy. Most of our warships 
will compare favorably with those of 
any naval power on the globe; but it 
behooves us to emulate the example of 
Great Britain, France and’ Russia, and 
engage more extensively in the building 
of submarine torpedo boats.

POLITICS AND POLITICIANS. | 
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THE CONVICT QUESTION 


Rome Georgian: It is a conceded fact that 
education tends to an enlightened and bet- 
fer citizenship, If therefore the states con- 
victs can be used to help the cause of 
education, it would be wise to eo use them. 
The Rome Georgian offers as a solution of 
the much discussed and troubious question: 
That the state with her convicts erect a 
good, substantial schoolhouse in every 
schoo] district in the state for both white 
and colored, 

Greenesboro Herald-Journal: The discus- 
sion of the matter, we think, has shown 
one th’ng—that there will be no more 
leases to private parties in Georgia. The 


question then is, what is to be done with. 


them? Our opinion is that to work them on 
the public roads is the best disposition that 
can be made of (nem. It is true that wien 
first establisted the county chaingangs cost 
considerable money, Dut in a short time 
this expense is fully repaid in tlic improved 
condition of the roads. Greene county has 
been working the chaingang for less than 
a year, but already it has developed that 
jt is the proper way to handle the misde- 
meanor convicts, and we are setisfied that 
if adopted generally throughout the state 
we will not only have better roads, but 
will have no more abuses of private leases. 

McRae Enterprise: We have maintained 
all along that the convicts should be made 
tc work the public roads, keep up bridges, 
etc., and this comes exactly in line with 
the present law on the question. I[t Is claim- 
ed in opposition to this, however, that it 
costs almost as much to guard and pro- 
vide for one convict as it does @ number, 
and that one county does not furnish 
enough convicts to be of beneficial service 
in this connection. In other words, the eost 
would amount to more than the benefits de- 
rived. This being the case; why not several 
counties adjoining one another unite, band 
their convicts together and work the roads 
of each county alternately? 

Jonesboro Enterprise: The practice of 
leasing out misdemeanor convicts to pri- 
vate parties is in flagrant violation of the 
law, besides possessing many marks of 
evil, and it is to be earnestly hoped that 
the movement recently started in the state 
will stop it soon and forever. 

Wadley Banner: We are glad our govern- 
or has arrayed himself as he has and feel 
sure that he has the hearty support of the 
good citizens all over our state. W hile 
criminals should be punished and our laws 


upheld, yet they are human beings and 
should be treated as such. The fearless 
manner in which Governor AtkKinson is 


meeting this and other matters of public 
interest goes to prove him a man worthy 
of the honors conferred on him. 

Putnam Herald: It is a pity that lessees 
of misdemeanor convicts who have treated 
them humanely should have to lose their 
work just at this time, but We suppose the 
law must be enforced. Hereafter the leg- 
islature should place all classes of convirts 
under the supervision of the penitentiary 
officials. We think somevhing like this 
will be done at the next session of the leg- 
islature. 

Darien Gazette: It would not be out of 
place for us to say Hon. Joseph Mantsfield’s 
penal colony scheme is a good solution of 
the convict question, would it? 

Dalton Argus: Mrs. Beulah Moseley 
suggests that the convicts be put to work

Two hours were spent in discussion. The 
idea that Atlanta’s business has been 
languishing the past year was effectually 
dispelled. The merchants declared in a 


‘very cheery manner that they were well 


satisfied with their trade, some of them 
stating that they were doing all the busi- 
ness possible on the capital they had in- 
vested. Then it was asserted that the rail- 
roads have hauled more freight in and out 
of Atlanta during the past eighteen months 
than for the corresponding period in pre- 
vious years, month by month. 

Last month, for example, the railroads 
hauled in and out of Atlanta 2 percent 
more loaded cars than they handled in 1:6. 
This was cited to show that Atlanta’s trade 
is growing all the time and has increased 
every month since March, 1896, over the 
corresponding month of the preceding year. 
This was brought out by Barbour Thomp- 
son, assistant general superintendent of 
the Southern railway, who made a forcible 
and effective speech, declaring that the 
Southern and all the other railroads desired 
to co-operate with the citizens of Atlanta 
in every way possible. 

Three or four ideas developed in the dis- 
cussion which revolved around them. Mr. 
Ww. H. Black started the ball with a reso- 
lution authorizing the chairman to appoint 
a committee to take up the question and 
report a plan for reaching what was de- 
sired—the upbuilding of the city. 

Mr. Lumpkin talked for his 
scheme. 

Mr. T. M. Martin suggested that a semi- 
social and business organization be formed, 
and that once a month the business men of 
Atlanta should meet and have a 
dollar-a-plate dinrer without wine. 
He thought that after the dinner 
they could have talks from one 
cnother and from well-knewn men 
who would give good suggestions and stim- 
viate interest and enterprise. 

Another suggestion repeatedly heard was 
that what Atlanta needs especially is a 
railroad freight rate bureau. At one time 
somebody remarked that the discussion 
seemed to be drifting entirely to the rate 
bureau as if that were all Atlanta needed. 
Mr. Wiil Plane produced a condensed rate 
sheet and he stated that Atlanta was 
hemmed in on all sides: Chattanooga, 
Knoxville, Augusta, Macon = and Mont- 
gomery can come right to Atlanta’s doors, 
he said, and sell goods.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE SPEAKS 


Not Officially, but Through Members, 
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on the contrary, they sell up to Chatta- 
nooga and far beyond that city. It would 
seem that Augusta could came up the 
Georgia railroad as far as Social Circle, 
but as a matter of fact Atlanta’s mer- 
chants sell down to Augusta and over into 


Carolina. 

Finally the question arose as to whether 
the chamber of commerce should hold 4 
revival meeting, take in new members and 
new blood and carry on the work which 
everybody agreed ought to be done, or 
whether there should be a new organiza- 
tion co-operating with. the chamber of com- 
merce. 

Mr. Neal’s Ringing Words. 

Captain Neal stated in calling the meeting 
to order that the time scemed to be ripe 
for Atlanta to push out more than she has 
ever done in the past. He did not pretend to 
say that Atlanta suffers from rate dis- 
criminations, but if she does, he had no 
doubt the railroads would correct them. 
He believed that they were willing to do 
anything they could to promote the city’s 
interests. 

A Business League. 

Mr. Will Black prefaced his resolutions 
with a short statement about the success of 
New York’s series of excursions for mer- 
chants. He read from The New York Jour- 
nal a statement that the city’s trade had 
been increased $150,000,000 by the booming 
through the merchants’ association. Mr. 
Black suggested that a business man be at 
the head of Atlania’s movement and tnat 
the organization should include Many ac- 
tive business men who are not in the cham- 
ber of commerce. Mr. Biack’s resoiution 
as it was finally adopted as follows: 

“Whereas, ‘Ine tendency of the present 
day, as evidenced by the example of New 
York and other leading centlefs, iS to al- 
tempt by organized and colicerted effort 
tO Maintain and extend the tirade, alu in- 
crease the commercial possibiities of tne 
cities of the United States; ana 

‘whereas, ‘ne success of those who have 
made the attempt has shown that this is 
the best possible way of accompiisning the 
objects in view, ana ie 

“Whereas, £he geographical position of 
Atlanta and the inducements offered by 
the enterprise of her citizens tv vVisilors 
and purchasers are superior to those of 
other southern cities, and 

“Whereas, Her advantages cannot be 
properly and pe:imaneniuy advertised with- 
out systematic and organized work; there- 
tore, be it : 

“Resolved, That the president of tine 
chamber of commerce be author.zed to ap- 
point a committee of twenty-tive (of which 
he shall be an ex-ofMcio membei). 1nis 
committee to consider tne feasibility. the 
organization of a permanent vusiness 
league, which shall be composed Of lie ac- 
tive representatives of the various lines of 
commerce and manufacture in the e.ty of 
Atlanta; which committee 50 appointed 
shall be empowered to organize and perfect 
the plans for an associauon ot the cnarac- 
ter above mentioned as speedily as gessiblie, 
it being the sense of this meeting tuat said 
league when so organize d shaii work in 
thorough harmony and accord with the 
chamber of commerce. 

At the invitation of Chairman Neal the 
discussion was opened by Colonel ., Fae 
Hemphill, who said that Atlanta ought to 
organize and reach out and secure all the 
benefits to which she is entit.ed. cther 
cities were moving and Atlanta should not 
be left. Mr. R. %. Harrison, of the South- 
ern Ciipping Bureau, had handed nim clip- 
pings from a number of papers. Colonel 
Hemphill said he noticed from them that 
Wheeling, W. Va., had a ‘“‘merchants’ day,’’ 
which drew 1,800 business men from West 
Virginia and neighboring states. New Or- 
leans and Louisville, Cincinnati and Rich- 
mond have had special rates to attract 
merchants. Augusta is booming trade ex- 
cursions for one day next week. Macon 
is planning a carnival. Charleston has 
been agitating something of the kind. 
Every city around is alive to her interests. 
“We ought to have a merchants’ associa- 
tion.” said Colonel Hemphill. “I am fora 
carnival or anything. It is not too late. 
We have lost by not taking this up earlier, 
but we can do good by getting organized 
right away.” : 

The speaker added that a conference of 
wholesale men had been held in his office 
recentiy and they had agreed that the 
city ought to have equitable freight rates. 
He believed that great good would come 
from organization. 

Mr. Lumpkin followed and pushed his 
harvest festival plan which he thought 
would draw crowds. It made him sad to 
walk along Alabama street, he stated, and 
sea so little evidence of busy cimes. 

Mr. Tom Martin declared that he believed 
in a permanent organization. There is a 
wide field for such an organization. To 
illustrate he said that inquiries came to 
him nearly every day for information 
about Atlanta. There ought to be some 
one to attend to such correspondence, he 
argued. Tho main weakness in most of 
these business organizations is the falling 
off in tnterest after a year or two. Nearly 
all the Young Men’s Business Leagues, 
which were formed over the country a few 
years ago, have died. Mr. Martin thought 
that a dinner once a month would keep tne 
members interested and bring them out to 
meeting. 

Mayor Collier Joins In. 

Mayor Collier expressed his hearty sym- 
pathy with the movement. If there are 
any discriminations against Atianta they 
ought to be corrected. The adjustment 
could be brought about better through an 
organization ‘han through individus! e¢- 
forts. he thought. He believed the rail- 
roads were friendly to Atlanta and would 
aid her. The mayor related an instance 
which occurred last winter when a move- 
ment was started to organize a freight bu- 
eecau. A complaint was made that the 
rate on pig iron from Birmingham to At- 
lanta was $1.0 a ton. Somebody wanted it

ayor added that he did not hear any- 
thing more of the freight bureau, although 
$2,500 a year had been pledged by private 
subscriptions and he believed the city 
council would contribute to the fund by an 
appropriation. Mayor Collier concluded by 
saying that he had read statements ‘rum 
many of the leading wholesale men in the 
city who within a week have declared in 
interviews that their trade is better than 
it has been in years. 


Captain R. J. Lowry indorsed Mr. Black's | 


resolution and he particularly commended 
the spirit of Mr. R. F. Shedden’s te’'egram 
published in yesterday’s Constitution. At- 
lanta needs a booklet for one thing, telling 
about what she is and avhat she has. There 
should be some organization to get th’s up 
and see that it was properly distributed. 
As to laying all the trouble at the feet of 
the railroads, there are two sides to that. 
If a low rate ig given by the roads to 
enable the interior merchants to come here 
their customers will also come, and while 
Atlanta’s retail merchants would profit, 
the wholesale merchants would © suffer. 
There are many interests to be considered. 
All ought to be considered and all At- 
lantians should pull together. 


Mr. Plane’s Figures. 

Mr. Will tiane presented figures to show 
that Chattanooga and Knoxville get 
cheaper rates from Cincinnati and Louis- 
Ville than Atlanta, which is farther off. On 
eastern freight, Chattanooga y;ets' the 
Same rate given to Atlanta. Anniston, 
Athens, Macon, Columbus, Eufaula and 
some other points take Atlanta’s rates 
from the Ohio river. Shattanooga can 
come within twenty-eight miles of Atlanta 
on the west and Augusta can come to 
Social’ Circle un the ecst, he said. Macou 
can come to Jackson on the south, he said 
and Gainesville can come half way on 
the north. Mr. Plane was strong for a 
freight bureau. 

Mr. Jake Haas indorsed orgdnization 
aid suggested that it would be well to 
wrok through the chamber of commerce, 
which is an establishea institution. 


Roads Will Co-Operate. 

Mr. Parbour Thompson was called upon 
at the suggestion of Captain Lowry. Mr. 
Thompson said that he wished to assure 
these present that the Southern Railwav 
Company desired to co-operate with the 
business men of Atle1ta in everything that 
would tend to build up the city. 

“We have ag great interests here as any- 
where. Our interésts ere probably larger 
than those of any other company. We ere 
large taxparers end we distribute laree 
sums of money here. I want to disabuze 
your minds of the impression that the 
railrcads are hostile to the city. They 
are not antéigonistic. Our interests are 
common. If an Atlenta industry prospera, 
we get some of the benefits. If Atlanta 
suffers, we suffe1. 

“{ think there are many gentlemén her> 
who will bear me out in saving that the 
railroads have never been called upon for 
aid. and they have often been ca'led on, 
that they did not respond. I know this 
is true of the Southern railway. Therefore, 
JT sav you can count on the co-operation of 
the railroads. But don’t start out with the 
feeling that the roads are antagonistic. 
Atlanta is not falling behind in her race 
for commercial supremacy. On the con- 
trary, she is forging steadily ahead. There 
has not been a month since March, 1896. 
that Atlanta’s business has not increased 


over the corresponding month of the pre-e 


ceding year. We can show it by the 
tons of freight, the packages and the num- 
ber of loaded cars. "This increase for 
Jast month averaged from 20 to 25 per cent 
over August, 1896. 

“If there are abuses, put them in proper 
shape and come to the railroads in a 
business way and if they cam be cdrrected 
they will be. If they cannot be correrted. 
it will be because of circumstances which 
they cannot control. A movement was 
stavted some months ago to organize a 
freight bureau. Mr. T. B. Felder was the 
chairman of the committee to receive 
complaints. This committee invited any 
one who had a complaint against the rail- 
roais in regard to rates to file it. Three 
weeks passed and Mr. Felder told me that 
not a single complaint had been made, 
I have not heard any merchant or manu- 
facturer complain that he was discrimi- 
nated against in rates. I have never 
heard Mra Plane complain that Atlanta 
was discriminated against in rates on eoal. 
But if there are complaints, let us hear 
what they are. The railroads will co-oper- 
ate with you.” 

Mr. Thompson's remarks were applauded. 
and especially when he spoke of the in- 
crease in Attlanta’s business and of the 
readiness of the railroads to co-onerate. 


Mr. Chamberlin Adds a Word. 

Mr. E. P. Chamberlin followed and said 
that the preceding talk confifmed his opin- 
ion that organization was needed. If there 
are complaints, present them. Every rail- 
road will“listen to the chamber of com- 
merce. This chamber wants the co-opera- 
tion of the merchants. Build up the cham- 
ber of commerce. Then go as a body, and 
not as individuals. 

Mr. Chamberlin put in some words for 
the chamber of commerce, and Mr. Martin 
asked what the membership fee and the 
annual dues were. Mr. Chamberlin replied 
that the membership*fee is now $50. 
has been as high as $100 and as low as 
He believed 
there were some certificates which could 
be bought at from $15 to $25. 

Mr. Martin said that it had been sug- 
gested that the chamber of commerce had 
property worth $100,000 and the members 
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did not care to have an increase in mem- 
bership to divide that up witb. 
Defending the Chamber. 
Several membersedeclared that there was 
no objection to an increase, but om the 
other hand, were anxious to enlarge their 
memberships. Captain Neal said that he 
would be willing to see the membership 
fee reduced to $10. 
Mr. Martin retorted

take up a movement for 
pushing the city’s interests, but he had 
failed. He thought the discussion was 
drifting to a freght rate bureau and 
utilizing the present meeting for the pur- 
pose of securing members for the cham- 
ber of commerce. 

Mr. Osear Pappenheim testified that he 
had always found the roads ready to do 
anything reasomable, and he spoke partic- 
ularly of Mr, Culp, the Southern’s traffic 
manager. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby spoke for the chamber 
of commerce and said that he thought the 
proposed work could be done through that 
organ:zation if the business men would 
join. He declared there was no desire to 
restrict the membership. It has now about 
14) members. It has had 350. He thought 
the membership fee should again be placed 
at $20. The membership can be increased 
and a fund raised for the distribution ‘of 
Suitable literature and for carrying. on 
of any work which would help the city. 

“IT am glad to hear the Southern rail- 
way’s representative speak so encourag- 
ingly. The city’s busimess is growing ev- 
ery day. It should have grown more. It 
has been suggested that Chattanooga's 
merchants can come to Marietta and sell 
goods, out they don't; Atlanta’s merchants 
do not allow it. Nor do we allow Augusta 
merchants to sell at our doors. We push 
our trade even beyond Augusta and Chat- 
tanooga. With New York it was a case 
of grasping at a straw. Her merchants 
had to do something. But 1 do not believe 
the brass band business is going to do any 
lasting good. Nashville’s plan is a better 
one. But whatever is dome should be 
done within the chamber of commerce.” 

Mr. Woodson on Rates. 

Mr. Stewart Woodson made a _ vigorous 
talk, bringing out two points strongly. 

‘The chamber of commerce has a depart- 
ment to look after freight rates,’’ he said, 
‘“‘and I don’t think the members have any- 
thing to complain of. As an individual, I 
have no cause of complaint against the 
railroads. I am doing all the business I 
can on my capital. But conditions are 
changing. This fact must be recognizea. 
The railroads cannot help it, ‘for they are 
being forced to it by the federal authori- 
ties, the commissions and the courts. The 
tendency is to force shipments to move 
from the point of production direct to the 
point of consumption. The same basis of 
rates exists now that existed twenty years 
ago. Reductions have been made, but rel- 
atively the same differences exist in rates 
between the same points. 

“Tf outside interests will come into our 
organization they ean get anything cor- 
rected that the roads can correct. If nec 
correction can be made, then you can rest 
assured that the federal authorities will 
not allow it.” 

Colonel Hemphill spoke egain for a min- 
ute, declaring that success depended on co- 
operation. Views may differ, but Atlanta 
should be put ahead of everything and all 
should work for Atlanta. 

Mr. C. I. Branan advocated an organiza- 
tion independent of the chamber of com- 
merce, but to co-operate with it. Fie point- 
ed out some instances of advantages se- 
cured through co-operation. 

Mr. M. C. Parker stated that he had dis- 
trusted the chamber of commerce at. first, 
but he had changed his opinion and he be- 
lieved that the work should be carried out 
through that body. 

Mr. L. H. Beck addressed himself to Mr. 
Martin, who, he said, was like some others 
who stood off and criticised the chamber of 
commerce. Mr. Beck-stated that the organ- 
ization was willing to let all reputadle bus- 
iness men in as equal partners. 

There was a little more discussion and 
Mr. Block’s original resolution, authoriz- 
ing the chairman to appoint a committee 


that 


of twenty-five, was adopted. 


A Permanent Exhibit. 


After the meeting Mr. James L. Logan 
made a suggestion which was indorsed as 
a good one by all who heard it. “Utilize 
one floor of the chamber of commerce 
building for a showroom of the products of 
our factories,” said Mr. Logan. “Allow 
each factory to have a certain amount of 
space; make each display attractive, hav- 
ing samples of the manufactured products 
marked with prices'of each article and a 
good business man in charge, who will look 
carefully after all the govds displayed; 
make up a catalogue, send it out into all 
the territory reached by Atlanta and sell 
goods to merchants and customers whom 
these factories are willing to take orders 


from. 

‘When merchants visit the city let our 
people make it their business to carry them 
to see this display. 

“If this is properly managed on a prac- 
tical plan it would result in great good to 
our manufaciurers, increase their trade and 


in the end reduce the cost of selling their ; 


production. 

“Gradually its scope can be enlarged un- 
til it becomes an .mportant factor in push- 
ing the manufactured products of Atianta 
into every place in the south. 

‘This display can first be used as an ad- 
vertisement of our manufactures and it 
would develop into a great enterprise. 

“The plans for its management can be 
fixed to suit the wishes of all the Atlanca 
manufacturers so that they can be proper- 
ly taken care of and their interests looked 
after. A great deal would depend upon se- 
curing the right man ‘to have charge of 
the enterprise, but he can be had from 
among our bright, active young business 
men in Atlanta. This would be a good 
move to push Atlanta’s industries to the 


front.” 


The Postage Stamps Can Be Printed in 
Green Colors at Much Less Cost 
Than in Red. 


Atlanta people will soon be receiving let- 
ters with green: stamps instead of the 
pretty red postage stamps that now signify 
that the freight has been paid on a letter 
or package. 

Green stamps. familiar mucilage-daubed 
squares of paper that we used te have 
years ago, will in a short while be in use 
again. The government officials have ce- 
cided to change the color of the stamps 
and the next lot that is printed will be in 
green co:tors. They are getting more ar- 
tistic in the postal department. Some 
Stephen Crane of the government service 
with an eye for color effect is scoring a 
point. 

Such a little thing as a 
seems a small matter and that the biggest 
officials of the land should argue and dis- 
cuss the color of the stamp for months. 
seems ridiculous, but inconsiderable as it 
may appear the matter of color of the 
stamps is of great importance te the gov- 
ernment. 

The change in color of the stamps ‘will 
save the government just $10,000 a year. 
This was why the color was changed. If 
a Man goes to a store and buys a bottle 
of red ink he pays just the same price as 
the man who buys a bottle of green ink 
because the difference in cost is really so 
little that the dealer cannot make any dif- 
ference in price. But when a large lot is 
bought the red ink costs a great deal more 


2-cent stamp 


_It is estimated that the red ink required 


to print the amount of government stamps 
used yearly costs just $10,000 more than 
the same quantity of green ink. \ 

The present administration is rying to 
be economical it seems. The secretary\ of 
the treasury and the postmaster genera! 
considered the matter for a long time ‘and 
finally decided that the United § States 
would eventually be bankrupted if the 
government continued to have its stamops 
printed red. They acknowledged that the 
carmine stamps were véry pretty. but they 
argued that the government cou_dn’t afford 
to pay for ornamental postage stamps. 

The president was consulted and he 
agreed that the officials must do some- 
thing. They have now decided to go back 
to the old green colored stamps. ‘This 
means a saving of $1,000,000 every hundred 
years. 

It will be a long time befcre Atlanta 
people paste the new green stamps on 
their letters, but in a short time they will 
get letters with the stamps on them. Dr. 
Fox said yesterday that he had just re- 
ceived an assignment of over a million 
postage stamps of the red variety. This 
will last three months and we can’t buy 
any of the new variety until the red ones 
are all used up.

SENTENCE SATISFIED THE PRISONER 


Witness Springer Found That His Tes- 
timony Was Disbelieved by the 
Judge and Court. 


The criminal ‘court adjourned yesterday 
afternoon to meet again on the fourth Mon- 
day in October, the beginning of the regu- 
lar fall term of the court. The record of 
the three days in which Judge Candler has 
held court this week shows that forty-five 
cases have been disposed of, aggregating 
more than 100 years in sentences and a 
very large amount in fines in the event any 
of them should be paid. 

Eleven cases were tried yesterday and 
three pleas of guilty were entered. There 
were two verdicts of not guilty and two 
nolle prosequis allowed by the court. 
No very important cases were taken 
up yesterday and the attention 
of the court was confined _en- 
tirely to the investigation of cases in which 
the defendants were charged with @urglar- 
ies and the amounts stolen were small. 

But two Gases of interest were disposed 
of at the session of the court yesterday. 
These were the sentence of Frank Bryan, 
“Biscuit’s’ accomplice in crime, and the 
investigation that may lead, it is said, to 
the arrest of A. Springer, a Decatur street 
merchant. 

It will be remembered that Bryan and 
“Biscuit’’ were arrested in a Whitehall 
street store while the two boys were in the 
act of robbing the place. ‘“‘Biscuit’’ goes 
this morning to a reformatory school in 
Nashville and Bryan will leave for the 
county chaingang to serve out @ twelve- 
month sentence. Bryan was sentenced yes- 
terday afternoon by Judge Candler, after 
having entered a plea of guilty early in 
the week. 

“IT guess you had better send me to the 
stockade,” said Bryan to Judge Caadler 
when asked if he was guilty and what he 
thought about his case. ‘I would get into 
trouble again and I g-iess the stockade is 
the best place for me, for [ would work 
out there and, would not get into any bad 
scrapes.” » 

Judge Cepdler then gave him one year 
on the public works, treating the case as 
a misdemeanor. 

Witness Springer Finds Trouble. 

When A. Springer appeared in court yes- 
terday as a witness he was smiling and 
confident. Before he left the courtroom, 
however, he held his face in shame. 

Several days ago Jim Lynch was arrested 
on the chargo of having stolen a lot of 
household goods from a man by the name 
of Harris. Harris was the prosecutor in 
the case and Springer was one of the wit- 
nesses. 

Lynch made his statement, saying Spring- 
er had ordered him to go to the Harris 
house and take out the goods. Lynch says 
he did so and that he hauled the goods to 
the store of Springer. 

The detectives say that Springer denied 
having the goodé until they searched his 
store and found they were concealed. A 
negro substantiated the testimony of Lynch 
and Judge Candier suspended sentence. 

“TIT think fe negro is telling the truth 
and I think if anybody is guilty Springer 
is the only guilty man in this case. If 
anyone should be held under the evidence 
as it appears I think Springer is the only 
one.” 

Springer was allowed to go from the 
courtroom and it is not Known whether or 
not the investigation will be continued. 


ANNOYED SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Two White Boys Fined Yesterday in 
the Police Court. 

M. ’C. Kiser and E. Y. Conkling, two 
young white boys, were arrested yesterday 
morning and tried in the police court in the 
afternoon for interfering with the children 
at the Ivy Street school. 

The boys were arrested at the instigation 
of the teachers and they stated that the 
youths had been around the school at re- 
cess and had thrown watermelon rind at 
the children and disturbed them in other 
ways. 

The recorder fined they boys $5 and costs 
each, but subsequently reduced the fines to 
$3, at the same time giving the boys a two- 
dollar lecture. He told them that if they 
ever bothered the school children again he 
would sentence them so they could not pay 
a fine.

Blow at Convict System. 

Commissioner J. H. Yopp, of Laurens, 
said he had a convict camp in his county. 
Some time ago the convicts were leased to 
a brick yard. “I was living at Dubiin at 
the time and in that camp there was a 
man killed and every man in the county 
belie, od that the man was murdered, but 
the guard was not convicted.” 

The speaker grew warm in his utterances 
and pictured the grewsome evils of private 
camps. He told of the methods in his 
county. 

“We have a portable camp. We nave a, 
large tent, and often when camping by a 
stream we make the convicts go in and I 
watch them as they come out and see that

“The first cost,’’;he said, “was the pur- 
chase of all necessary material, consisting 
of two road scraper machines, sixteen large 
mules, tents for stock and employees and 
all necessary road plows and other inei- 
dentals was $2,u". A superintendent and 
an assistant were appointed, together with 
an employment of twenty-five hands for 
the purpose of working the public high- 
Ways under the laws as recommended by 
the grand jury of Jasper county in 1896. 
After an experience of six months the av- 
erage cost of operation per month under 
this system, with hired labor, is as fol- 
lows:

Under this system a commutation tax 
of $2 per head for each citizen subject 
to road duty was levied and an ad valorem 
property tax of 2 mills was levied to raise 
sufficient revenue for this purpose. It is 
confidently asserted that for the year 1899 
by the introduction of comvict labor in 


the special road gang can be reduced 50 
per cent, and a great reduction made in 
the levy of taxes for road purposes for 
this county will be made. Under this sys- 
tem the public highways of Jasper are 
being rapidly put in first-class condition 
and the people are universally in fevor 
of working their roads after this splendid 
and satisfactory manner. 

Mr. C. M. Davis, of Bibb, told of the 
System ‘im that county. ‘“Dirt,’’ he said, 
“‘became dead in thé course of time, and 
it was their plan to work fast.” He told 
of the different materials used in road 
making and detailed the system in Bibb 
county. His talk was interesting. 


Resolutions on Convicts. 

When the experience meeting had fin- 
ished, the committees on resolutions éame 
in, and following was the report made by 
the convivt committee, of which Commis- 
sioner J. J. Spalding was chairman. The 
resolutions were originally framed by him: 

resolved 1. That the county chain- 
ganics and the working of all convic’s 
bot sentenced to the penitentiary should 
remain permanently under the charge 
and control of the county authorities 
where situated. 

2. That provision should be made by a 
gereral law regulating and prescribing 
the management, working,  fecding, 
clothing, treatment and keeping of con- 
victs in county chalngangs; and the or- 
dinaries and county commissioners of 
the several counties should be empower- 
ed and directed to carry out the same. 

3. That in addition to the inspection 
now required to be made by the grand 
juries, the governor should have the 
right at pleasure to cause an inspec- 
tion to be made of any and all county 
chaingangs, camps or other places 
where convicts may be confined, to as- 
certain if the law is being complied 
with; that wherever the governor finds 
the law is being violated in anv county. 
he should have authority to require the 
ordinary or county commissioners of 
such county, upon notice, to forthwith 
comply with the law, and upon their 
failure or refusal, after such notice, so 
to do, report the same to the proper 
courts Of such county. 

4. That in addition to misdemeanor 
convicts, all felony convicts whose terms 
do not exceed five years should, in the 
discretion of the presiding judge, be 
sentenced to serve in the county chain-

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CARTER WILL FACE 
COURT OF INQUIRY 


Investigation Will Begin in Savannah 
Next Tuesday. 


ENGINEERS COMPOSE BODY 


Examination May Cause a Change in 
the Nicaragua Commission. 


COURTMARTIAL MAY BE THE RESULT 


Shculd the Charges Prove Correct the 
Captain Will Have To Appear 
Before Military Court. 


Washington, September 16.—(Special.)— 
The court of inquiry in the case of Captain 
Carter, corps of engineers, whose accounts 
as engineer in charge of the Georgia river 
and harbor works have been impugned, is 
ordered to assemble at Savannah, Ga., next 
Tuesday. 

The delay is on account of the presence 
of a member of the board—Major Raymond 
—in Detroit. where he is attending a meet- 
ing of the deep waterway commission. 

If the coming investigation of Captain 
Carter’s accounts promises to occupy much 
time, which it is believed will be the case, 
it is probable that it will necessitate his 
relief as a member of the Nicaragua canal 
commission, as his presence will probably 
be required in Savannah at a time when 
it is essential that the commission should 
be hard at work in Nicaragua. 

It had been arranged that Captain Carter 
should take charge of the field party which 
was to go overland across Nicaragua for 
the purpose of verifying the survey work 
accomplished by the first commission, and 
if he is relieved another army engineer 
must be assigned to this technic2l work. 

The investigation of Captain Carter‘s 
work at Savannah is based upon repre- 
sentations made to General Wilson, chief 
of engineers, by Captain Gillette, the en- 
gineer officer who recently succeeded to 
the charge of Captain Carter in Georgia. 

It is explained that the appointment of 
engineer officers to investigate the work in 
question was due entirely to the belief 
that they were the most competent people 
to determine the character of the work per- 
formed, as well as to determine whether 
the specifications of the contracts had been 
violated and the appropriations misapplied. 

In case it is shown that Captain Carter 
has been guilty of negligence, carelessness 
or anything worse, such as collusion with 
the contractors, he will be tried by a gen- 
eral courtmartial composed of senior offi- 
cers from all branches of the service, and 
not confined to the engineer department, 
as has been intimated might be the case.

THE NATIVE SOLDIERS SHOW cCOURAGE 


England’s War Is Now Keeping Her 
, Soldiery Well Acquainted with 
Hard Fighting.

Simla, September 16.—The second brigade 
of the Mohmand punitive force, com- 
manded by General Jeffreys, reached the 
foot of the Rawat Pass on Tuesday last. 
During the night the British troops were 
attacked by the enemy, who’, Kept up a 
heavy ‘ire for six lours. Lieutenants 
Tomkins and Bailey were killed, Lieuten- 
ant Harrington was dangerously wounded, 
two privates were killed, five privates Were 
wounded and twenty-five horses and mules 
killed, 

The garrison of Fort Gulistan made a 
gallant defense. The enemy appeared be- 
fore that place at noon on Sunday last and 
by 1 o'clock the water tanks were filled and 
other preparations made to resist a siege. 

The garrison was composed of 165 Sikhs, 
commanded by Major Des Voeux and Lieu- 
tenant Pratt. Surgeon Prall, Mrs. Des 
Voeux, her four children and two nurses 
were also in the fort. At 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon the enemy around the 
place to wiihin ten yards of the walls, 
and, at times, rushed right up to them. 
The garrison repeatedly repulsed the 
tribesmen at the point of the bayonet, and 
there were some remarkable exhibitions 
of bravery. A havildar (native sergeant) 
with sixteen Sikhs. charged into the midst 
of 300 tribesmen and captured three gtand- 
ards. Another havtidar with ten men 
rushed out to help the first party when 
the latter was hard pressed by the enemy, 
and before returning they captured three 
more standards. 

A subahda (native captain) with two 
Sikhs, dashed to the rescue of a wounded 
comrade, cut their way through the enemy 
and brought him safely back into the 
fort. 

There was similar hard fighting through- 
out Monday last and until the artillery of 
General Yeatman-Biggs finally scattered 
the Afridis. When this was done the gar- 
rison of Fort Gulistan had been. at their 
posts for thirty consecutive hours. ‘The 
casualties of the British force were two 
men killed and thirty-eight wounded. 

The women of the garrison attended the 
wounded under an uneeasing heavy fire.

WITH THE WOMEN 


Parsonage and Home Mission Societies 
in Session. 


REV. DR. HOPKINS IS HEARD 


He Addressed a Large Crowd at Mer- 
ritts Avenue... 


INTERESTING EXERCISES WERE HELD 


This-Was the Joint Annual Meeting of 
the North and South Side, and 
Dr. P. A. Heard Talks.

The joint annual meeting of the Woman’s 
Parsonage and Home Mission societies of 
the north and south Atlanta districts, was 
begun yesterday morning at Merritt's ave- 
nue Methodist church and will continue 
through today. 

Wien the meeting was called to order by 
Mrs. C. W. James a large crowd of dele- 
gates was present and many ministers 
were there. 

At the opening of the meeting Dr. W. F. 
Cook read a scripture lesson and prayer 
Was offered by Dr. J. W. Heidt. Rev. P. A. 


Heard made the address of welcome to the , 


delegates, 

The reports from the various charges 
were received and showed that much prog- 
ress has been made in the work during the 
past year. The programme of the mecting 
Was excellently arranged and was well 
carried out. 

The night session was opened with a 
hymn, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name,” followed with a scripture reading 
by Rev. P. A. Heard. 

Rev. I. S. Hopkins addressed the confer- 
ence and in part said as follows: 


“If I had the facts and the figures of the 
reports from the departments of your mis- 
sion work within my easy grasp, I do not 
know any task to which 1 would rather 
address myself than to lay upon the hearts 
of our good women the purposes of this 
Session. The society, the Parsonage and 
Home Mission Society, has given its full 
idea in its name. It is indeed the title of 
a book that is to be a record of deeds such 
as the Master wrought in His life and 
ministry. The doing of works and speaking 
of words like His will bring a blessing to 
every one connected with it. It is beautiful 
and appropriate that our women have taken 
up the building, furnishing and preparing 
parsonages for our preachers, of beautify- 
ing the homes of the men of God where 
ali the sacred family relations of father- 
hood, motherhood and childhood must be 
centered. Every woman who loves the 
Lord Jesus Christ can give herself absolute- 
ly and unreservedly to this good work. No 


one but the preacher who lives there has 


heretofore taken much thought of a par- 
sonage. It is usually left dilapidated, gates 
and fences out of repair, leaky roofs, brok- 
en out window. panes, creaking doors, un- 
even floors, moth-eaten carpets, tumble- 
down furniture and other evidences of de- 
cay. 

“It is seldom that the house for the 
preacher is even an average of the homes 
of the people who support the church. The 
preachers should be cared for by furnishing 


houses and surroundings equivalent to the | 


best conditioned members of their churches. 
This should be done to make the preacher 
feel at home among the people. 

“As to the mission work, women open 
our eyes. About one year ago two mem- 
bers of the Salvation Army addressed a 
large congregation in a city church. Their 
diction was as pure; their consecration 
Was as complete and the deep fervor of 
Spirit in the work surpassed even the most 
cultured ladies who were interested in 
missions. This was all a matter of sur- 
prise, but more surprise was sHown in 
their familiarity from actual observation 
with Atlanta’s dives, saloons, dance halls, 
blind tigers and other places\where men 
£0 down to death. Mission work in our 
own city is absolutely imperative. 

‘The work, inspired by the love of souls, 
this cup of cold water that is given in the 
name of the Savior by our women will be 
abundantly biessed. The word says he 
that watereth shall himself be watered.” 

Miss Allen, the president of the society, 
addressed the conference. She said: 

‘‘Dr. Hopkins’s advice as to the home of 
the preacher has already been taken. Deep 
conviction has taken hold upon the people 
upon this subject. Efforts are being taken 
to correct many of-the faults and to re- 
move much of the discomfort of the par- 
sonages. The most touching thing about 
the whole matter is to consider the preach- 
er’s wife, just as finely bred, with just the 
Samé tender affinities and feelings as all 
other noble women, as she meets the real 
poverty chill that has usually met her at 
the parsonage door. This summer, while 
being entertained at a friend's home, upon 
going upstairs with a preacher’s wife to 
consult upon some topic, as we opened 
the door of a dainty room, with its snowy 
draperies, a sigh escaped the preacher's 
wife: ‘Shall I ever have a home?’ she 
asked. This society endeavors to answer 
that question with a hearty ‘yes,’ and to 
give cheer and comfort to the noble men 
and gentle women and precious children 
who are to live in the Methodist parson- 
ages of our country, God’s homes here be- 
re they go to the house of Many man- 
sions. 

Miss Allen read a well-prepared exhorta- 
tion upon the subject of home missions. 
Her readings of texts and her honest appli- 
cation of them, her terse questions and 
incisive answers show a deep conviction in 
her own heart upon the subfect. 

Migs Allen’s leadership of the society is 
intelligent, aggressive, gentle, womanly 
and Christian in every sense. Her talk was 
Spicy with apt illustration and full of a 
triumphal note of practical Christianity.

Mr. A. P. Stewart Agrees To Pay All 
Expenses While “Biscuit” Is at 
the Tennessee School.

This morning he goes to Nashville, where 
he begins life again in the state reforma- 
tory. He will sleefy tonight in a new world 
—i sphere in which he will find-new faces 
and kind friends afid in an atmosphere in 
which there will be encouragement to do 
right and spurn the wrong. Everything 
will be new to the little waif, who at the 
age of thirteen has become famous in crim- 
inal circles and probably for the first time 
in his young life he will find that everyone 
with whom he comes in contact will aid 
him in becoming a good citizen. 

Yesterday ‘Biscuit’ was perilously near 
the gates of the penitentiary. His case was 
next on the docket and Mr. Stewart had 
not had an answer to his letter of inquiry 
to the officials of the Tennessee Industrial 


school. “Biscuit’’ was in the prisoners’ 


room and around him were hardened crim- 


inals, who encouraged the boy to swear at 


‘the guards and fight his comrades in crime. 


Mr. Stewart held a hasty conference with 
Judge Candler. He sent a telegram to 
Nashville and in a few moments an answer 
came saying that the boy would be cared 
for. 

When the guard at the door of the pris- 
oners’ roem e¢alled for ‘‘Biscuit’”’ the boy 
thought it wags his time to stand before a 
jury and listen to the judge pronounce the 
cruel sentence, of which he had already had 
a foretaste. ‘Biscuit’? walked to the door, 
trembling from anxiety and fear. In his 
eyes the tears of remorse came quickly; 
they trickled down his freckled face and 
stained his little waist. ; 

“You won't have to go to the peniten- 
tiary,’’ said Mr. Andy Stewart, as he held 
the yellow telegram up to the eager eyes 
of the waif. ‘I've just got it and it says 
that you can go to Nashville tomorrow 
morning. Do: you want to go, *‘Biscuit,’ 
and will you be a good boy?” asked Mr. 
Stewart, and he placed his hand upon the 
boy’s shoulder in a fatherly manner. 

Although crime and contact with crimi- 
nals may have besmirched the boy’s char- 
acter, it has not hardened his heart. Grat- 
itude, a desire to do right—yea, an impulse 
that swayed the slender frame—came and 
went, bringing the tears in a torrent from 
his wide-open eyes. The tongue that had 
so often been used in taking the name of 
the Lord in vaim was palsied as he stood 
before his benéfa¢cor and wept for joy and 
pain alike. :

‘Biscuit’ walked* upon the rostrum and 
took a chair by the judge. 

** ‘Biscuit,’’’ | said Judge- Candler, “I 
thought I would have to try you for burg- 
lary, but I won’t now. I have found out 
that even the worst of criminals may have 
friends. Mr. Stewart has saved you from 
the penitentiary. You know what it would 
have been for you to have gone there, Now, 
let me tell you something. When vou get 
to Nashville go with the determination to 
become a good man; obey the rules of the 
school; study hard and. remember pre 
everybody in Atlanta is watching you an 
the progress you make; demonstrate to the 
people that you will reform and become a 
good citizen.’’ 

“Tf will promise you, Judge Candler,”’ sa‘d 
“Biscuit.’’ “that I will be a good boy. I 
am tired of daing wrong and I will be all 
right as soon as I get away from the boys. 
I want you to watch me and see if I don’t 
carry out my promise, judge, for I mean I 
will be good.”’ 

The boy would doubtless have said more, 
but his voice was choked in his throat and 
he could not speak for emotion. In that 
one moment the street waif had become a 
man. 

This morning, bright and early, “‘Biscuit.”’ 
neatly dressed in a suit given him by Mr. 
Stewart. will get ‘aboard the frst rain of 
the Western and Atlantic and will go to 
Nashville, where he is to begin life cver. 
He will be under the constant «are cf the 
officials and will have but little eppcrtunt'- 
ty to do wrong and every enco.iragement 
to do right. 

Mr. Stewart has signed a contract to pay 
the boy’s expenses ‘at the reformatory un- 
til he is twenty-one years of age. ‘ Siscuit”’ 
is now thirteen and he must stay in the 
school until he is old enough to fcrget 
his youthful errors and sins.

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RESULT OF OLD BUSINESS FrOD 


Ware Had Charged Marshal Dunlap 
with Cheating Him—Marshal’s 
Son Uses His Fist on Ware. 


A one-armed man, biting, clawing and 
kicking a young mam, who was in turn

He Pas a desk in the office and was 
at work there Wednesday. Late in the 
afternoon he left his ‘desk amd went into 
the marshal’s office. adjoining.

This seemed to arouse all the pent 
up anger in youmg Dunlap’s breast. He 
took the pen from Ware’s hand and asked 
him to get out of his seat. Some hot re- 
marks followed and Dunlap slapped Ware’s 
face. This was the beginning of the warm 
scuffie that followed. Ware is one-arined, 
but has a reputation for genuine fighting 
qualities. Despite his misfortune he i@ 
equal to nearly any man in strength. He 
struck Dunlap and at the same time began 
biting the young mam. Dunlap poured in 
heavy blows on Ware’s head and face. 
Ware bit his oppement and clawed him in

Philadelphia, September 16.—The jubilee 
convention of the great council of Iim- 
proved Order of Red Men held a short ses- 
sion today, during which considerabie 
business was transacted.
